Documents presented to the board 
members indicate the year end bal- 
ance will exceed the budget pro- 
jection of a year ago by some 
$15,000 of $20,000. 

Pearce indicated this was a good 
sign and with expenses rising, the 
extra will be needed. 

Much of the general fund balance 
is in certificates of deposit, drawing 
6% interest. 

The budget for the 1995-96 fiscal 
year will include very near the same 
amount from state sources, Pearce 
said. He qualified his numbers with, 
“If we understand the new state bud- 
get.” Elba should get an additional 
$161,000 from the state. The down 
side is that from this, the system 
must pay all fringe benefits. That 
will increase expenses by about 
$97,000, leaving the school with a 
net increase of $60,000.

make a recommendation. 

Pearce also gave board members 
an enrollment status report.

Legal Services Corporation to Face Major Reform 


What began 20 years ago as a 
program to provide for the day-to 
day legal needs for the poor has since 
evolved into a politicized unaccount- 
able bureaucracy that all too often 
fails to adequately serve the very 
people for which it was designed. 

The Legal Services Corpora- 
tion is a private, non-profit entity 


which receives substantial govern- 
ment funding — some $400 million 
this year alone — to fund legal aid 


services for America’s disadvantaged. 
Afterreceiving federal funds, the LSC 
then distributes the money to 323 
basic field programs, 89 state and 
national support centers, and a vari- 
ety of other recipients such as native 
American Indian tribes and migrant 
farm workers. Some $240 million in 
non-LSC private funds also goes to 
these legal aid societies each year. 
With all of this money and so 
many local support programs in place, 
one would assume that the legal needs 
of America’s low-income citizens 
would be close to being sufficiently 
met. The reality is quite different, 
however. Legal Services Corpora- 
tion maintains its own agenda which 
often doesn’t have time to provide 
legal help for low income poor. Cur- 
rently, only 20 percent of eligible low 
income Americans are able to obtain 
legal assistance through the LSC. 
Let’s look at some examples. 
A legal services attorney in Dallas, 
Texas filed a Social Security Disabil- 
ity claim on behalf of a convicted 
burglar who suffered a broken back 
while attempting to enter a Porsche 
dealership through a skylight. The 
man filed suit claiming it was uncon- 
stitutional for the Social Security 
Administration to deny him benefits 
for injuries sustained in the crime, 
Other recent cases border on 
the bizarre. In once instaice, legal 
services represented a convicted rap- 
ist, while he was in prison, who had 
filed suit against his victim for cus-

tody of the child he had fathered. In 
another case, legal services assisted 
an Atlanta man who had undergone a 
sex change operation, The man sought 
to get the Georgia Medicaid agency 
to pay for his operation, 

If a lack of proper judgment 
isn’ tbad enough, Legal Services offi- 
cials often pursue political activism 
through class action suits, represent 
illegal aliens, and even lobby state 
legislatures, while turning away many 
eligible low income clients who need 
legal assistance. What’s more, the 
LSC continually avoids government 
oversight by citing attorney-client 
privilege. This cannot continue. 

As you read this column, the 
U.S. House is marking up legislation 
(HR 2277, The Legal Aid Grant Act 
of 1995) to reform this abuse of tax 
dollars. 

For starters, HR 2277 would 
abolish the LSC and replace it with a 
block grant from the U.S. Attorney 
General to the governor of each state, 
based on the state’s share of the 
nation’s low income population. 
States would be required by law to 
equally distribute these funds to each 
county based on the local low-in- 
come population. 

Governors would also be re- 
quired to conduct competitive bid- 
ding to provide legal services to the 
poor, and contractors would be re- 
quired to keep track of billable hours, 
and document services they provide. 

In addition to a legal aid sys- 
tem more in tune with the needs of the 
low income Americans, and finally 
accountable for how federal funds are 
spent, HR 2277 also reduces federal 
funding to a level of $100 million by 
fiscal 1999, 

The U.S. House is serious 
about reform and this legislation will 
go a very long way toward ensuring 
that both the legal needs of America’s 
poor and the interests of the Ameri- 
can taxpayer are properly represented.

To the Editor: 


In survey after survey, consu- 
mers have repeatedly stated that 
they want to have the right to pa- 
tronize the neighborhood pharmacy 
of their choice. 

However, for several years now 
and with increasing regularity, many 
health insurance companies have 
been taking that choice from mil- 
lions and millions of consumers. 
The companies often force consu- 
mers to abandon the local pharmacy 
that has served them well for years. 
Patients are told either to patronize 
another pharmacy or to obtain drugs 
from unregulated mail order compa- 
nies located hundreds of miles 
away. 

Even when patients are allowed 
to continue with their local pharma- 
cy, many insurers are dictating 
which drugs the pharmacy may use 
to fill a prescription--influenced pri- 
marily by which supplier gave the 
insurer the best deal, rather than by 
what is best for the patient. 

The upshot of these and other ill 
advised practices of many insurance 
companies is many consumers suf- 
fer the ultimate elimination of 
choice: their local pharmacy goes 
out of business, Independent phar- 
macies are every bit as competitive 
as mail order companies or the phar- 
macies being designated by the in- 
surers, (A 1995 study by Drug Store 
News, for example, showed the av- 
erage price of a prescription is lower 
at independent pharmacies than at 
chain drugstores.) Yet we are not 
being allowed to compete. 

In just the past year, approxi- 
mately four million people have lost 
their independent pharmacy because 
it was forced to close its doors per- 
manently. Each week, about 80,000 
more consumers are losing their 
pharmacy. 

A day of national protest -- 
“High Noon for Your Local Phar- 
macy”--is being staged on Septem- 
ber 20 to illustrate to consumers 
how the ill-conceived policies of 
health insurers are adversely affect- 
ing them. Quality pharmacist care is 
now being lost by millions of consu- 
mers in neighborhoods large and 
small across America, 

If insurers are allowed to contin- 
ue such unfair policies, the number 
of independent losers being those 
whom we have served for so many 


years. 

The time has come for consumers 
to stand up and say no. No longer 
can we allow the health and welfare 
of millions of Americans to be jeop- 
ardized by the unfair practices of 
many in the health insurance indus- 


try.

Daughters of The American 
Revolution Constitution Sidelights 


1. Abigail Adams wrote to her 
husband, John, who was attending 
the Continental Congress in 1776, 
“In the new Code of Laws which I 
suppose it will be necessary for you 
to make I desire you would Remem- 
ber the Ladies, and the more gener- 
ous and favorable to them than your 
ancestors, Do not put such unlimited 
powers into the hands of the Hus- 
band, Remember all men would be 
tyrants if they could. If particular 
care and attention is not paid to the 
Ladies, we are determined to format 
a Rebellion, and will not hold our- 
selves bound by any laws in which 
we have no voice or Representa- 
tion.” 

2. Washington, a reluctant dele- 
gate, had planned to leave Mount 
Vernon for Philadelphia on May 
8th, but stormy weather made travel 
impossible, so he postponed his de- 
parture by a day. He may have been 
tempted during the night to write 
again asking to be excused. Howev- 
er, he was out of plausible excuses, 
he rose before dawn, and dressing 
warmly for the chilly spring weather 
set out on the long journcy. He 
crossed the Potomac at sunrise. 

3. On May 25th, 1787, after a ten 
day delay because all delegates were 
tardy except Madison and Washing- 
ton, the convention to draw up a 
plan of government for the new na- 
tion gathered in Philadelphia, Dele- 
gates were in attendance from every 
state but Rhode Island whose upper 
house had balked. George Washing- 
ton was unanimously chosen to pre- 


side. 

4. Shortly after the convention 
opened in Philadelphia, delegates 
were asked to decide whether to try 
to mend the Articles of Confedera- 
tion or to discard them and draw up 
a new plan. Many expected the con- 
vention to do no more than draft 
proposals to change the Articles in a

rising sun happened to be painted, 
observed a few members near him 
that painters had found it difficult to 
distinguish in their art a rising sun 
from a setting sun. I have, said he, 
often and often in the course of the 
session, and the vicissitudes of my 
hopes and fears as to its issue, 
looked at that behind the President 
without being able to tell whether it 
was rising or setting; but now at 
length I have the happiness to know 
that it is a rising and not a setting 
sun,” 

10. Washington, writing to Lafay- 
ette, February 7, 1788: “It appears to 
me, then, little short of a miracle,

I guess about the only thine anyone can say about Elba’s 27-6 loss to 
Georgiana Friday night was that it was a humbling experience for every- 
one involved, The Tigers had a solid week of practice getting ready for 
the game and the players and coaches were all confident that they would 
knock off the undefeated Panthers. That confidence was gone in a matter 
of seconds; however, as Georgiana returned the kickoff for a touchdown, 
then added a second score after the Tigers fumbled on their first play 
from scrimmage. Georgiana was ahead 21-0 before Elba even managed to 
make a first down, and at the half, the Elba fans sat in stunned silence as 
their team went in trailing 27-0.

Tigers set to invade Bobcat domain 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to put the skids on a two-game los- 
ing streak Friday night when they 
invade Opp for their annual battle 
against the Opp Bobcats.

To lessen your insect and disease 
problems next year, make sure you 
clean up your yard and garden this 
fall. Insects and disease-causing Or- 
ganisms can overwinter in 
plant material. 

Remove vegetable and annual 
flowers plants as soon as they are 
through producing and blooming. 
Prune out dead limbs and branches 
from perennial plants. This will help 
reduce next year’s leaf spot diseases. 

Some insects, such as plant bugs 
and flea beetles as well as slug, aph- 
id and spider mite eggs also can be 
controlled by removing pass debris, 

If you have diseased plants such 
as roses suffering from black spot, 
be sure to destroy diseased leaves 
that have fallen off. You also may 
want to replace the mulch around 
diseased plants with fresh mulch, 

Compost materials from healthy

But what does healthy actually 
mean? Until now, food marketers 
could define the term themselves, 
sometimes claiming products high 
in fat, cholesterol or sodium to 
healthy.

“healthy” on a good label, a product 
must contain no more than 3 grams 
of total fat, one gram of saturated 
fat, 60 milligrams of cholesterol and 
480 milligrams of sodium for each 
serving. 

To avoid “healthy” claims on 
such products as jelly beans and 
soda, due to their absence of fat, 
cholesterol, and sodium--food prod- 
ucts labeled as “healthy” also must 
contain at least 10% of the Daily 
Value of vitamin A, vitamin C, iron, 
calcium, protein or fiber for each 
serving. 

Meal-type products, such as fro- 
zen entrees or multi-course frozen 
dinners, must contain at least 10% 
of the Daily Value for two or three 
of these nutrients, depending on the 
size and type of meal. 

The term “healthy” also can be 
used on raw meat and poultry prod- 
ucts that meet the US Department of 
Agriculture’s definition for “extra 
lean”. To be labeled as extra lean, a 
product must contain no more than 
5 grams of total fat, 2 grams of satu- 
rated fat, and 95 milli s of cho- 
lesterol for every 100 grams of 
product. 

Products such as well-trimmed 
beef round steak, tenderloin pork 
chops and skinless chicken breast 
can be expected to meet the 
“healthy” definition. 

Will all of this legislation make 
food-label reading more meaning- 
ful? Only time will tell. Already, 
food manufacturers are looking for 
new ways to market the illusion of 
health while skirting the clutches of 
regulation.

Recommended 1995 varieties 
for Winter grazing 


Each fall a very important feed 
source for beef cattle is planted in 
the Wiregrass area. Small grains, 
ryegrass, and clovers that are plant- 
ed for winter grazing are on many 
cattlemen’s minds. This year with 
cattle prices low, forages become 
even more important, Using correct 
rates and comparing prices 1s impor- 
tant to insure as low an input cost 
into the winter grazing crops as you 
can get by with, : ed 

Most of the small grain varieties 
such as wheat, oats, and rye can be 
planted in October. Rates for oats, 
wheat, and rye in mixtures with oth- 
er crops are usually 60 to 90 pounds 
to the acre, If you are planting any 
one individual small grain such as 
oats, rye, or wheat alone, they 
would be planted at a rate of 90 to 
120 ante to the acre, The latest I 
would plant would be in the early 
part of November. Of the three small 
grains, oats tend to be the most sen- 
sitive to cold damage. 

There are several varieties of 
wheat, oats, and rye that are recom- 
mended and have done well on tests. 
Some of it depends on the experi- 
ment station where the research was 
conducted, At the Headland station, 
the top three wheat varictics were 
Saluda, Florida 304, and Stacy. The 
tope three oat varieties were Florida 
502, Simpson, and Citation, The top 
three rye varieties for the last two 

ears have been Gurley Grazer 2000, 

inter Grazer 70, and Florida 401. 
There are several other varieties that 
made the top ten, If you have any 
questions on any other varieties for 
small grains please feel free to give 
me a Call, ve 

In ryegrass the top seven varieties 
across the state were Surrey, Mar- 
shall, Gulf Source D, Gulf Oregon 
State, Florida 80, Gulf Source A, 
and Rustmaster, These were some of 
the \op ryegrass varieties across the 
state of Alabama, 

In terms of clover, the two lop va- 
rieties, as far as early maturity and 
quick abundant growth in the fall, 
are the Crimson Clovers AU Robin 
and Tibbee. For arrowleaf clover the 
Yuchi variety still dominates the oth- 
er arrowieaf clovers. 

When planting clovers and rye- 
grass there are some differences as

Decision to spray leafspot with 
fungicide or not is important 


When Do You Make the Last 
Leafspot Spray on Peanuts? 

It is very important to keep the 
leaves on a peanut plant in order to 
get the maximum yield in peanuts. 
The decision to spray leafspot with a 
fungicide or not 1s important all dur- 
ing the season. However, toward the 
end of the growing season, the deci- 
sion to spray can make or cost a lot 
of money. 

The fungus organism that causes 
leafspot takes 20 days to affect the 
plant. During hot, humid weather 
conditions, it takes 14 days from the 
time the leafspot spore lands on a 
leaf until it makes a spot and then 6 
more days before that leaf will fall 
off the vine and down into the pods. 

If you are within 20 days of har- 
vesting your peanuts, you would not 
benefit from spraying. You would 
only spray for leafspot if due to 
weather or age of your peanuts you 
thought it would be more than 20 


vetbean caterpillar is very easy to 
control, and the spray is much 
cheaper, The fall armyworm does 
take a higher dosage of insecticide 
to kill it. 

In determining whether to spray, 
there are several things you want to 
look at. First of all, do you have 
enough peanuts in the ground to 
make it worth investing in more 
chemicals? If you have a heavy cree 
set, you would probably go wi 
four worms per row foot as a thresh- 
old. If you have a medium crop set, 
you would probably go with about 
seven per row foot. Foliage damage 
on the leaves should be 25% or 
more before you would spray. 

It is especially important that you 
check for velvetbean caterpillars 
just prior to digging. Once the pea- 
nuts are inverted, the velvetbean cat- 
erpillar will switch from feeding on 
the foliage to feeding on the small 
pegs and then the stems of the ma- 


ture peanuts and will literally mow 
those peanuts off the vines. 

For the fall armyworm, use Or- 
thene or Lannate. The recommended 
control for the velvetbean caterpillar 
is Sevin and also low rates of Lan- 
nate at one-half pint per acre, Dipel 
Es or ASANA at 2.9 ounces per 
acre will work also.

Follage Feeding Insects on 
Peanuts 

Over the last few weeks there 
have been a number of velvetbean 
caterpillars and a few fall army- 
worms in our peanuts. It is impor- 
tant when scouting your fields to de- 
termine which type of foliage 
feeding worm you have. The vel- 


compared to small grain. For rye- 
grass you do not need to plant as 
deep. About a half-inch is plenty of 
depth for ryegrass. In mixtures you 
plant 15 to 20 pounds per acre of 
ryegrass and if planted alone, 20 to 
30 pounds per acre. For arrowleaf 
clover, 5 to 8 pounds to the acre, 
planted no deeper than a half-inch. 
.Crimson clover would be 20 to 30 
pounds per acre with the same plant- 
ing depth. 

Most forage crops can be planted 
from September through November 
with the optimal time being the mid- 
dle of September to the latter part of 
October. 

The varieties that I have listed are 
some of the ones that have done the 
best across the area and the state. 
They are by no means the only varie- 
ties that have done well. If a variety 
that you are thinking about planting

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Elba’s budget set at $2,049,630.00

Monday night the Elba City 
Council approves a new budget for 
the 1995-96 fiscal year. The council 
voted to adopt the same budget as 
was adopted for the present year. 
The annual budget totals $2,049,630. 
City Clerk Henry Clark said there 
were a tew adjustments which need- 
ed to be made when the bookkeeper 
returns to work, however this could 
be done by amendments. 

Council members agreed and vot- 
ed unanimously to follow Clark’s 
recommendation to insure having a 
budgét prior to the the beginning of 
the new year on October Ist. 

In approving a level funding bud- 
get, council members noted most de- 
partments stayed within their pro- 
jected budgets. An exception was the 
fire department, which has cost in di- 
rect relationship to the number of 
fires the firefighters respond to each 
year, Last year the number was low- 
er than average and their budget was 
cut to $59,200. This year the in- 
cidents of fires were back up and the 
department expenditures are running 
over budget. 

Capital expenditures (vehicles, 
etc.) have also exceed budget. The 
original budget earmarked nothing 
for new vehicles. However, prior to 
the September 25th council meeting, 
the council had approved the pur- 
chase of a police car and a dump 
truck, totaling $58,761. 

At the Monday night meeting the 


.#s«-council purchased a new police car 


to replace the wrecked vehicle. This 
cost the city treasury several thou- 
sand dollars, due to cost increases 
and depreciation of the older car. 
They also approved the purchase 


Man killed in one- 
vehicle wreck in 
Fairview Community 


A faltbed farm truck overturned 
in the Fairview Community located 
in South Coffee County taking the 
life of a local farmer, 

Julian Day, 41, of Route 1, Sam- 
son, was killed Monday afternoon in 
a one-vehicle accident that occurred 
at the intersection of AL Hwy.

Day’s body was taken to Dothan 
where an autopsy was performed by 
the Alabama Department of Foren- 
sic Science to determine the cause 
of death,

Mayor Ricky Haywood spoke up 
with a suggestion that the city gov- 
emment pass a unanimous resolution 
to the Alabama Highway De- 
partment requesting « traffic signal 
at this dangerous intersection. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less noted traffic lights don’t nec- 
essarily prevent accidents and used 
the Brantley Highway/203 Bypass 
intersection and recent accidents 
there as examples. 

The council will continue to look 
into this problem. 

The city council moved a bit clos- 


ber mark errors or problem areas and 
give this to Clark for revision prior 
to the next meeting. 

Haywood said he continues to get 
complaints about the price of gas- 
oline in Elba in relationship to the 
cost in surrounding towns.

After the adoption of the budget, 
Commissioner Robert Stephens was 
the only one to make any comments 
on the new budget. 

He complimented the commis- 
sion, and all the county’s different 
department heads, on their hard 
work in preparing the budget for FY- 
96 


“We spent a lot of time on the 
budget. There’s a lot of little things 
that have to be worked out and I just 
appreciate the hard work by every- 
one,” said Stephens, 

He noted that included in the new 
budget was a 2.5 percent cost-of - 
living raise for all county employees, 
and a 2.5 percent merit raise for 
those employees who qualified. 

Stephens commented that there 
had been a lot of discussion concern- 
ing the courthouse situation. 

“To build a new courthouse at 
this time with the budget we have 
could not be done, We haven't in- 
creased any taxes and personally I’m 
not in favor of increasing any taxes,” 
said Stephens. 

“To build a new building would 
be the largest expenditure that the 
county has ever made and the largest 
debt the county has ever made on 
one building,” he said, 

Stephens said that he has always 
trusted the people of Coffee County 
and that they should have a right to 
vote on the matter, 

“It’s a serious thing, and I realize 
the needs of our county, but with this 
year’s budget and the anticipated 


revenues next year, we could not 
make a payment on a new building,” 
Stephens concluded. 

Following a 10 minute break, 
Jack Boswell, Jr, addressed the com- 
mission . 

Boswell proposed a community 
corrections program designed to re- 
lieve overcrowding in county jails. 

According to Boswell, the Com- 
munity Punishment and Corrections 
Act passed by the Alabama Legisla- 
ture in 1991 allows these programs 
to be implemented. 

He stated that the goal of the pro- 
gram is to provide an alternative to 
sentencing for the county and munic- 
ipal judges and to alleviate jail space 
which has previously been occupied 
by non-violent, low-risk offenders. 

Boswell noted that the program 
would not require any funding from 


the county only a resolution or pas- 
sage of a county ordinance by the 
commission allowing the program to 
be implemented. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion by members of the commission, 
Commissioner Stephens stated that 
he would like to have some input 
from court officials on the merits of 
such a program. 

The other commissioners voiced 
their desire to have more informa- 
tion and time to study Boswell’s pro- 
posal before taking any action on the 
matter. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel told Boswell that the commis- 
sion would review the matter further 
and get back in contact with him,
